Night; Personal Physician 
Sits At Bedside Five Hours 


LONDON (AP) — Sir Winston Churchill spont a 
very restless night and his condition dotorioratod 
further, a medical bulletin announced this morning. 
A spokesman for the British Medical Association, 
Hearing the announcement, said he thought 
♦hat “for the next two days things would deteriorate 
rapidly." 
Lord Moran, Churchill's 82-year-old physician, 
was called to Sir Winston's bedside at 2:10 a.m. 
and spent five hours there. When he left, he issued 
this bulletin: 
“Sir Winston has had a very restless night and 
his condition has deteriorated. 
DEATH IS NEAR 
With death apparently draw­ 
ing near for the great wartime 
leader, political leaders began 
canceling normal activities. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
postponed a statement to the

Fire Last Unmanned Space 
Device Over 16,600-Mile 
An Hour Course Into Sea 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— A Project Gemini spacecraft 
carrying a pair of mechnical 
simulated 
astronauts 
success­ 
fully rocketed over a scorching 
16,600 miles an hour course to­ 
day and parachuted to a landing 
in the Atlantic about 2.150 miles 
southeast of Cape Kennedy. 
The flight, 
which subjected 
the spacecraft to maximum re­ 
entry heat, was a crucial fore­ 
runner of an attempt to launch 
astronauts Virgil I. Grissom and 
John W. Young into orbit in a 
similar capsule in April. 
It was planned as the last un­ 
manned flight of the series. 
RETRIEVED c a p s u l e 
A Titan 2 rocket propelled the 
6 ,900-pound 
craft 
skyward 
at 
9:03 arn. Ninteen minutes lat­ 
er it landed in the intended im­ 
pact area about 17 miles from 
the main recovery ship, the air­ 
craft carrier Lake Champlain. 
Minutes 
later 
a 
recovery 


plane spotted the bell-shaped 
vehicle floating in waves six to 
eiftht feet high. Helicopters flew 
out from the Lake Champlain to 
retrieve the capsule. 
The Titan 2 hurled the space­ 
craft to an altitude of 105 miles. 
Then mechanical black boxes 
riding the seats automatically 
sent signals to the control sys­ 
tem to flip the capsule around 
180 degrees so that its blunt pro­ 
tective heat shield was in posi­ 
tion to absorb the re-entry heat. 
BRAKING ROCKETS 
These 
electronic 
crewmen 
then sent signals to separate an 
adapter section at the base of 
the capsule and to trigger four 
braking 
rockets. 
On 
orbital 
flights these rockets will serve 
to slow the capsule from orbital 
speed so it can return to earth. 
hey were not necessary on to­ 
day’s flight but were fired for 
testing purposes.

DEBATE “WAR 
ON POVERTY" 
MOVES HERE 


The Adams County commission­ 
ers this morning again took up 
discussion on whether to establish 
some phase of the “war on pov­ 
erty” in the county and were 
considering the possibility of es­ 
tablishing a county-wide commit­ 
tee to study the matter and make 
recommendations before any final 
action by the governing body. 
Two phases of the federally pro­ 
posed program were under con­ 
sideration. the work training pro­ 
gram which provides full or part­ 
time work experience and train­ 
ing for youths 16 through 21 which 
will permit them to stay in or 
return to school or increase em­ 
ployability, and the community 
action programs which include a 
variety of efforts ranging from 
remedial reading and literacy in­ 
struction. to job training, job de­ 
velopment and vocational reha 
bilitation, among others. 
Federal assistance is based on 
the communities’ use of their 
own public and private resources, 
ability to develop programs of 
sufficient scope and size to help 
eliminate causes of poverty and 
involving the poor themselves in 
developing and operating the anti­ 
poverty 
attempts. 
The federal 
government will pay up to 90 per 
cent of the cost for the first two 
years, afterwards give assistance 
on a SO-SO matching basis. 
FIRST TASK 
The first task, the commission­ 
ers agreed, was consideration of 
whether 
such 
programs 
are 
needed here and if so, what type. 
Discussion during the morning 
indicated that if a committee is 
formed to consider the matter it 
will not include people from agen­ 
cies dealing with the poor—but 
those persons instead would serve 
to provide information to the 
committee.

CAPTAIN MUSSER 


SCHOOL BOARD 
TO CHANGE TAX 
ON AREA WAGES 


For his courageous and out­ 
standing performance as a for­ 
ward air controller directing air 
strikes against the Viet Cong in 
a major action in South Viet Nam 
Captain Stanton R. Musser, R I, 
was recently presented the Viet­ 
namese Cross of Gallantry with 
Palm Leaf by a grateful Viet­ 
namese government. 
In the action on December ll, 
1964, Captain Musser directed 16 
USAF and Vietnamese Air Force 
fighters in strikes against enemy 
concentrations which ambushed 
two Vietnamese companies and a 
truck convoy. In IO1* hours of 
directing the air strike from Ilia 
small (MF liaison aircraft. Cap­ 
tain Musser gave directions to 
the fighters which left several 
hundred Viet Cong guerrillas dead 
on the ground. These directed air 
strikes also saved the government 
units from what could have been 
major disaster. 
Based at Ca Man on the south­ 
ernmost tip of Viet Nam, Captain 
Musser had been flying as a for­ 
ward air controller in Viet Nam 
since September 1964 on a tempor­ 
ary status. His regular assign­ 
ment, to which he returns this 
month, is as an F-10O pilot with 
the 31st Tactical Fighter Wing 
at Homestead AFB, FTa. Musser 
is a graduate of Gettysburg Col­ 
lege and entered the Air Fore* 
from ROTC status in 1958. He 
resides at Homestead with his 
wife, the former Miss Dawn Berg, 
graduate of Gettysburg College 
and one-time national collegiate 
baton twirling champion, and their 
two children, Scott, 3, and Shari 
Dawn, 2.

spending in the fiscal year end­ 
ing June 30 and $2.3 billion less 
than last year. 
The President attributed this

"We shall fight on the beach­ 
es, we shall fight on the landing 
grounds, we shall fight in the 
fields and in the streets, we 
shall fight in the hills, we shall 
never surrender." 


TRIBUTE TO RAF 
And then his tribute to the 
Royal Air Force that had herio- 
cally stood up to massive odds: 
"Never in the field of human 
conflict was so much owed by so 
many to so few." 
And as he became wartime 
prime minister: 
"I have nothing to offer but 
blood, toil, tears and sweat." 
Those 
were 
great 
thoughts 
splendidly assembled and it is 
not 
detraction 
that 
some 
of 
them were not completely origi­ 
nal. 


GARIBALDI PROMISE 
Wrhen Garibaldi, the Italian 
patriot, set out on a perilous 
journey he offered his followers, 
blood, toil, sweat and tears. 
Churchill’s 
deep 
preoccupa 
tion with historical works un­ 
questionably contributed certain 
undercurrents of thought that 
emerged in some of his utter­ 
ances. 
Clemenceau 
also 
was 
elo­ 
quently defiant as the Germans 
threatened Paris in World War 
I. 
"I shall fight in front of P ar­ 
is." said the old French tiger, 
“ within Paris, behind Paris " 
Most of Churchill’s greatest 
statem ents were purely Chur- 
chillian. though. 


COINED 'IRON CURTAIN' 
To describe the Soviet Union’s 
postwar expansion in Eastern 
Europe, he said in March, 1946: 
"From Stettin in the Baltic, to 
Trieste in the Adriatic, an Iron 
Curtain has descended across 
the Continent.’ 
And in May, 1953, he called for 
a "parley at the sum m it" of the 
big powers to ease world ten­ 
sion. Although he coined the 
phrase, he was not to attend the 
first 
summ it 
conference 
in 
Geneva in 1955 nor the abortive 
one in Paris in 1960. 
Churchill’s words often came 
close to poetry. 


POETIC ENCOURAGEMENT 
W’hen Hitler was trying to lure 
France into joining the Axis. 
Churchill 
broadast 
the 
fol­ 


lowing to the French people: 
"Good night then; sleep to 
gather strength for the morning. 
for the morning will come. 
"Brightly will it shine on the 
brave and true, the kindly, on 
all who suffer for the cause, and 
gloriously upon the tombs of 
heroes. 
Thus 
will 
shine 
the 
dawn. Vive la France.” 
The closest he cam e to verse 
— according to men who fol­ 
lowed closely his writings — 
was a couplet he recorded urg­ 
ing the Big Three leaders to get 
down to business: 
"No more let us alter, or fal­ 
ter. or palter, from Malta to 
Yalta and Yalta to Yalta and 
Yalta to M alta.’’ 


WROTE WITH CARE 
Churchill was neither a quick 
nor spontaneous writer. 
In debate he could wither op­ 
ponents with broadsides of irony 
and 
wit. 
He 
could 
puncture 
windbags and devistate bores. 
But he wrote with great care. 
A 
critical 
m em ber 
of 
the 
House of Lords once said of 
him: 
"Winston Churchill has devo­ 
ted a lifetime to the preparation 
of impromptu speeches." 
Churchill generally composed 
in bed. He scribbled and dictat­ 
ed to secretaries. Then he re­ 
wrote and rewrote, polished and 
readjusted his phrases. 
He 
called 
communism 
"a 
ghoul descending from a pile of 
skulls." He said "socialism is 
the philosophy of failure, the 
creed of ignorance and the gos­ 
pel of envy." 


POLITICAL ASSAULTS 
He could turn 
his phrases 
against political foes, too. He 
once described Laborite Herbert 
Morrison as a m aster crafts­ 
man. 
"The Right Honorable gentle­ 
man has promoted m e." smiled 
Morrison. 
"C raft." added Churchill, "is 
common both to skill and de- 
ceit." 
Of Clement Attlee, onetime 
Laborite prime minister: 
"He is a small modest man — 
with a great deal to be modest 
about."

SELMA, Ala. (AP) - Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., urging 
non-violence after he was at­ 
tacked in the opening day of a 
civil rights drive, shifts the fo­ 
cus of his campaign today to 
registering Negro voters.

The only violence of the civil 
rights drive’s initial phase came 
in the lobby of the Hotel Albert, 
a picturesque hotel built by Ne­ 
gro slaves 110 years ago. It had 
been segregated until Monday 
when King and ll other Negroes 
registered.

Would Use Funds 
For Teachers, Books 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
Scranton administration says it 
hopes state college funds un­ 
spent after the close of the 1964- 
65 fiscal year can be used to­ 
ward attracting tachers and ex­ 
panding libraries. 
The Budget Office estimafed 
Monday that $1.5 million will be 
left from the $22.5 million state 
appropriation to the 14 state 
colleges. 
Normally the money would 
be returned to the general fund, 
but a source close to the admin­ 
istration said the governor plans 
to ask the legislature to allow 
the colleges to keep it—provided 
they use it for faculty recruit­ 
ment and library improvement. 
The source said the colleges 
believe they are at a disadvan­ 
tage in recruiting teachers be­ 
cause instruction contracts at 
private institutions usually arc 
made in March, while the state 
institutions have to wait until 
July for the funds to hire.
